POWERS TAKEN 
OVER BY MILITARY 


Additional Troops Ordered 
to City; Right to Carry 
Arms Restricted; Adiju- 
tant-General in Command. 


By the Associated Press. 

TULSA, Ok., Sept. 1.—Military 
rule in its harshest form struck 
down on Tulsa County today to 
stamp out mob activities and bring 
to justice those responsible for nu- 
merous floggings during the last two 
years. 

Under a proclamation issued by 
Gov. J. C. Walton all civil police 
powers are superseded by the -mili- 
tary. ‘ 


—— ——-— 


More Troops Arrive. 
Additional troops rolled into the 
city this morning from . various 
sections of the State to complete the 
occupation of the county, 
‘which has been under lenient mili- 
| tary rule since Aug. 14. 


_ Regulations governing the occu- 
| pied area were under preparation 
'by Adjutant-General B. H. Mark- 


ham, designated by Gov. Walton as 
‘military commander. It was under- 
istood that he would take over the 
Sheriff’s office and the Tulsa police 
department. 

Under the proclamation arms may 
be borne in the county only by those 
commissioner by Adjutant-General 
Markham. All others are directed to 
surrender arms and ammunition in 
theri possession to-the military au- 
thorities. 

Alleged opposition on the part of 
civil officials and certain citizens to 
the military investigation which Ad- 
jutant-General Markham has been 
conductng into flogging cases for 
more than two weeks brought to- 
day’s stern measures. 

Governor Charges Sympathy. 

In a sweeping indictment of the 

civil authorities, Gov. Walton, in his 


proclamation, charged that they 
were in secret sympathy with those 
responsible for mob activities and 


had refused to restrain, investigate 
or bring to justice the guilty par- 
ties. Lawless elements, he de- 
clared, had usurped.the civil agen- 
cies, including the courts. 

Repeated warnings had been given 
by Adjutant-General Markham prior 
to today against continuance of op- 
position to his flogging inquiries. It 
is declared that the Adjutant-Gen- 
/eral since coming to Tulsa has not 
‘only had to go it alone, but has had 
|many obstacles thrown in his way. 
One result of his inquiry has been 
‘the conviction of four floggers, all 
admitted members of the Ku Klux 
|'Klan. These men pleaded guilty and 
involved a number of . other men, 
‘against whom charges of riot have

U. S. RUSSIAN POLICY 


Will Continue Harding Program 


Until Soviet Meets Ameri- 
can Standards. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. -.1.—The 
United States Government, under 
President Coolidge as under Presi- 
dent Harding, will await evidence of 
the existence of a government in 
Russia in accord with American 
standards before granting diplomatic 
recognition to that country, it was 
declared officially at the White 
House yesterday. 

Emphasis was given by White 
House officials in a discussion of the 
Russian question to a statement that 
there would be no change in the pol- 
icy enunciated under President 
Harding. 

The position of the United States, 
it was said, is that nothing should be 
done toward granting recognition 
until the administration is satisfied 
completely that it can, through such 
recognition, safely guarantee to the 


American people that the situation 


in Russia is such as warrants com- 
mercial dealings with that country. 

Furthermore, President Coolidge | 
was said to feel that the Russian 
Government should be. brought to 
the level which has been set by the 
United States throughout its history 
as justifying recognition before the 
question of resuming diplomatic re- 
lations is considered.

| ment of Europe’s problems after the war, it is evi- 
dent that the will to peace which is the essential 
| foundation of peaceful settlement fs lacking in the 
| European nations. 

| The action of Italy under the dictatorship of 
| Mussolini is as arbitrary and ruthless as the action 


| of Austria and the Kaiser in 1914. With only five 


| hours’ notice, Italy bombards Corfu, in barbarous 
disregard of the consequences on the population, 
foreign and native, and seizes the island. She does 
this because Greece does not immediately submit to 
all her humiliating demands, although Greece con- 
cedes all the substantial points of Italy’s ultimatum, 
Gisclaiming the crime at Delovinsk!, apologizing, of- 
fering compensation and asking negotiations on 
other points. The war fever rages in Italy, and 
Greece is ablaze with indignation. The outcome is 
in the lap of the gods, with the god of war in the 
ascendancy. 

There is an irony of eveiits in the proffer of me- 
diation by France, who herself has played a similar 
high hand in the Ruhr and has insisted upon her 
own arbitrary demands and has rejected every 
proffer of mediation, negotiation and conciliation. 
France is in the same boat with Italy. 
is justified in sneering at the offer. He, like Pre-| 
mier Poincare in the Ruhr, is merely seizing the| 
opportunity of European chaos to work his will | 
in the Adriatic and the Near East. Both have done 
all in their power to make the covenant of peace 
a scrap of paper. 

What America may do to avert the war and avoid 
entanglement is yet to be determined. But while 
war and spoliation seem to be the rule in Europe, 
we have reason to congratulate ourselves that we 
are making progress toward continental peace and 
amity on this herfiisphere. The recognition of 
Mexico has been long delayed on account of vital 
differences with regard to the rights of Americans 
in Mexico, but at last has been accomplished, to the 
joy and blessing of both peoples. The recognition |

LYMOUTH, ‘England.—The impression one 
gets in midocean is best described by the 
story of the colored soldier who was permitted 
to come up on the deck of a transport for a 


few minutes to get a breath of fresh air. 


Sweeping the circle of the horizon as he 
climbed out of the none too salubrious hold, 
he exclaimed wistfully: 

“Lawdy! Jist where we was yistiddy!”’ 

And so it does seem day by day, though the 
hairy apes, which no one is permitted to see 
since the celebrated play, are shoveling in‘coal 
day after day and every kick of the propellers 
makes the ship vibrate from. stem to stern. 

We were eight days croasing, but having Mr. 
Volstead aboard made it seem longer despite 
his nice habit of keeping himself hid and not 
concerning himself with what went on in the 
smoking room beyond the three-mile limit. Mr. 
Antwine thought it would be nice if the drys 
minged their own business ashore as assiduous- 
ly as that; but since we saw no icebergs to sug- 
gest too many uses for ice it all passed pleas- 
antly enough, and we arrived tn due time at 
this lovely port from which the pilgrim fathers 
lastly sailed in pursuit of the usual] illusions. 

It must not be thought that we were in any 
sense alone in crossing the Atlantic.

. Other craft every day—sometimes the merest 


sailing veseels perhaps crossing the sea on a 
bet; at other times freighters displaying the 
usual unconcern of freight about when it got 
there, and oOmce a tanker out on the philan- 
thropic business of the Rockefellers. “It is 
like this,” said one of the officers of our ship. 
“We have a lane on which we all travel to 
Europe, and another lane on which we all come 
back. These lanes are normally about 69 miles 
apart. So we are never far from one another, 
and when there is a fog we do not have to feel 
for ships coming in the opposite direction. 
This lessens the risk and reduces the insur- 
ance.” 

We all cheered inwardly for thought of some- 
thing being reduced, even at sea, and felt not 
a bit like the famous three men who went to 
sea in a tub. Their tale might have been 
longer had they sailed on one of these lanes. 

Nor did we ever see the sea in any worse 
mood than one ordinarily sees Creve Coeur 
Lake. It was always as smiling and unruffied 
as our own Mr. Taft, with the flying fishes 
sailing off from the bows, porpoises bobbing in 
the distance, the Mother Carey's chicken sail- 
ing about and the little make-believe waves 
feathering and dancing under the sun. All 
men love the sea, and the sea loves men. Soo- 
rates says the sea is more romantic than the 
land, which explains why the sea pirate has 
given ws some of the gems of literature while 
the land pirate has given us nothing more ex- 
citing than the Clayton act. 

Our first sight of Europe was off the coast 
of Cornwall This looks like the Piasa Bluffs, 
with green flelds and golden beyond the cliffs, 
white towers gleaming in the sunlight and dec- 
orative groves about the scattered houses.

Nothing in the immediate offing, nor in the visible perspective of the 
months to come, indicates any Violent disturbance in the realm of business 
affairs.

‘‘God reigns, and the republic at Washington still lives!’’ cried young 
Gen. James A. Garfield in Wall Street when came the news of the assassi- 
nation of President Lincoln. His eloquence calmed the financial storm tha‘ 
showed signs of breaking; also, it struck home to the hearts of the com- 
mon people throughout the land, carrying assurance that America, at the 
core, was sound and solid. 

Garfield himsa’f was to sit in the seat of Lincoln and to be. felled by 
an assassin’s bullet. Gen, Arthur stepped quietly into the place of power, 
and the republic at Washington still lived. Twenty years later a third 
President, MeKinley, was struck down similarly by a crazy famatice. Col. 
Roosevelt, hunting in the wilds, came in and surrendered to the demands 
of government, taking the oath of office amd carrying on ‘‘Business as 
usual.’’

AM not very keen about the habitual household 
‘use of the clinical thermometer or other so-called 
“instruments of precision.” 

It is very easy for an untrained person to be mis- 
led by the reading of one of these instruments. Their 
value Ifes in applying their readings to other signs 
which the physician finds. 

However, it is a common practice these days for 
the home to be equipped with a clinical thermorh- 
eter. Because of this, I want to give a little advice’ 
about thermometers and their use. 

While I was Health Commissioner of New York City, one of my 
able assistants made an intensive study of clinical thermometers. We 


were all amazed t6 find how they 
vary in results. Out of one batch 
there might be found two ther- 
mometers with a differance of sev- 
eral degrees in the recorded tem- 
perature of a given solution. Asa 
result we decided to require the 
testing and standardization of all 
thermomet@rs sold in New York 
City. 

This leads me to say you should 
make sure your thermometer is a 
reliable one. Ask your doctor to 


‘ compare it with his, so you may de- 


pend on its accuracy. 


, On the index of the thermometer, 
corresponding to temperature 98.6 


' degrees, isa deep black line. That 
indicates “norma!” temperature. 


What is “normal” temperature? 


It is the temperature which the 


average person has most of the 
time when he is in perfect health. 


But let me warn you about this. 


The average temperature of the 
multitude may not be your temper- 
ature. For some perfectly physio- 
logical and proper reason your nor- 
mal temperature may be 98, or it 


may be 99 degrees, or it may vary | 


—— 


from the standard more or less 
than a slight fraction of a degree. 
Likewise, your own normal tem- 


perature in the morning may be 98, | 


more or less, while in the evening 
it may be $9, more or less. 

I want to impress on you the fact 
that slight deviations from the 
average) normal—9$7.6 degrees— 
mean nothing. Do not be misled 
or worried, then, if you do not con-| 
form to the average “normal.” 

To have temperature a degree or 
more above normal may not indi- 
cate fever. Fatigue and worry 
may elevate it. 

I admit there is one very sensible 
use for a clinical thermometer. If 
you find yourself cross and irrita- 
ble, out of harmony with the world, 
“off your feed,” headachy and “all 
done up,” you may imagine your- 
self sick. You may think you have 
typhoid fever or somé other dread- 
ful disease. In fear and trembling 
you take your temperature and find 
that your temperature is “normal.” 
What a relief! You are not sick. 
You are merely “bilious.” Banish 
that symptom and the next day you 
will be fit and fine. -

Illinois Central System Discusses Taxation 


and Government Ownership 


Taxes constitute one of the large single items of expense in providing railway trans 
portation service: Federal, state, county and municipal taxes paid by Class I railroads 
for 1922 amounted to $300,620,358, an increase of nearly 205 per eent over their 1911 
taxes, which were $98,626,848. 


The rate at which railway taxes have increased in recent years exceeds the rate of ine 
crease in any other item of the cost of providing railway service. If freight and pas- 
senger rates had increased on the same scale as taxes from 1911 to 1922, the ave 
passenger fare in 1922 would have been about 6 cents a mile and the average charge | 
carrying one ton of freight one mile in 1922 would have been about 2% cents. Instead, 
the average passenger fare in 1922 was 3.028 cents a mile, an increase since 1911 of only 
54 per cent, and the average charge for carrying one ton of freight one mile in 1922 was 
1.176 cents, an increase since 1911 of only 58 per cent. 


In the analysis of the Illinois Central System dollar for 1922, recently published, it 
was shown that 6.89 cents of tvery dollar received were tequired to pay the system’s 
taxes last year, as con:pared with only 4.44 cents devoted to dividends. The various 
governments collecting taxes—federal, state, county and municipal—teceived about 56 
per cent more revenue from the operations of the Illinois Central System in 1922 than

Comparatively few of our citizens openly favor government ownership of the rail- 
roads. However, many of them are advocating a substantial reduction in freight and 
passenger rates. Some are espousing the cause of restoring the right of the forty-eight 
states to make rates in conflict with interstate rates. Others favor confiscating railway 
property by scaling down values unreasonably. Those who seck thus to hamper the 
railfoads are simply playing into the hands of the advocates of government ownership, 
Making it more and more difficult for the railroads to exist under private ownership is 
recognized as the only method through which government ownership of the railroads is 


likely to be brought about. 


The federal government does not tax its own property. The states do not tax the 
property of the federal government. They could not do so in the case of government 
owned railroads, just as they cannot tax the property of government-owned postoffices 
or forts or arsenals. If the railroads should become the property of the federal govern- 
ment there would be destroyed a source of tax revenue which in 1922 amounted to more 
than $300,000,000. From what source would the federal government, states, counties 
and municipalities make up this lost revenue? 


It is not reasonable to expect that lower railway rates would compensate the people 
for their governments’ loss of tax revenue, In the light of our own experience during — 
federal control and the experience which foreign countries have had, there is every 
reason to believe that government ownership of the railroads would result in large def- 
icits, which would also have to be made up by increased.taxation. There can be no rea- 
sonable doubt that the effect of government ownership would be higher freight and pas- 
senger rates, poorer service and inereased taxation.
